Facing  the  portico  on  the  cam- 
pus side,  bleachers  had  been  erec- 
ted, all  of  which  v/ere  occupied  by 
the  alumni  and  guests  long  before 
the  hour  of  assembly.

The  services  were  opened  by 
prayer  by  Rev.  G.  Cecil  Weimer, 
Superintendent  of  the  Williams- 
port  District  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  followed  by  singing  Am- 
erica, and  scripture  reading  by 
Rev.  C.  Herbert  Picht,  Chaplain  of 
the  college.  The  a  capella  choir, 
under  the  direction  of  Walter  G. 
Mclver,  sang  Bach's  "Now  Let 
Every  Tongue  Adore  Thee,"  in 
the  inimitable  style  which  brought 
them  such  favorable  comment  last 
year. 

Bishop    Corson's    Address 

The  chief  address  of  the  serv- 
ices was  made  by  Bishop  Fred 
Pierce  Corson,  Resident  Bishop, 
Philadelphia  area.  In  this  notable 
talk  he  traced  the  heritage  in  edu- 
cation and  democracy  handed 
down  by  our  forefathers,  and  em- 
phasized the  fact  that  this  heritage 
must  be  carried  on  to  succeeding 
generations  by  the  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  This  dedication, 
he  said,  was  a  symbol  of  a  new 
day,  not  only  for  the  college  but 
for  the  principles  of  education  im- 
plicit in  its  tradition.  This  symbol 
meant  a  faith  in  its  past  history, 
and  for  the  American  way  of  liv- 
ing; a  responsibility  for  the  pres- 
ent fortified  by  both  church  and 
college,  and  a  confidence  in  the 
future  both  for  its  program  of 
work  and  inspiration,  and  for  the 
America  that  is  to  be.  Dr.  Corson 
also  spoke  of  his  long  association 
with  the  college  while  president  of 
Dickinson  College,  and  his  high 
regard  for  its  standing  and  ac- 
complishments. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  ad- 
dress, the  a  capella  choir  sang 
Mueller's  "Now  Thank  We  All 
Our  God,"  and  the  formal  presen- 
tation of  the  building  was  made 
by  Richard  H.  Lundy,  contractor 
for  the  building,  which  he  turned 
over  to  Congressman  Robert  F. 
Rich,  President,  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  college.  In  his  accept- 
ance speech  Mr.  Rich  congratu- 
lated the  contractor  on  the  speed 
and  efficiency  with  which  he  erec- 
ted such  a  handsome  and  soundly 
built  structure.  The  project  was 
suggested  last  January;  decision 
was  made  to  build,  and  by  March 
work  was  begun.
